JEFFERSON OITY, Mo., August 7.—Gov. 
Morehouse has nothing further to say to-day 
concerning the Maxwellcase. He has firmly 
made up his mind that new and, it might 
be said, extraordinary testimony will be 
necessary to justify the interposition 
of his clemency or to cause further delay of 
the execution of Maxwell. Itis pretty*posi- 
tively known here that this extraordi- 


nary testimony will be offered to- 
morrow when Messrs. Martin and Faun- 
tleroy appear before the Governor 


to ask for a respite for their client. The news 


posssesésion of affidavits which, if they are all 
that the interested parties represent them to 
be, cannot fail to secure the inter- 
ference of the Governor and not only 
delay the execution, but make a new trial-im- 
perative. The affidavits relate to 
JUROR COULAHAN 
Tot whom so much has been said and written 
in connection with this Maxwell ‘Case. 
There are two affidavits and they have 
been tendered volugtarily by the gentlemen 
who made them. 15 damen are in busi- 
ness in St. Louis and their integrity is unques- 
tioned and unquestionable. They can have 
no other motive in making the affidavits, it is 
urged, than a desire to serve the ends of jus- 
tice and at the same time to ease their 
own consciences, which according to the 
story have been bothering them of late, par- 
ticularly asthe time for Mazwell's hanging 
grew near and his doom seemed inevitable.

WHAT MAXWELL’S ATTORNEYS SAY. 


John I, Martin Outlines His Case — Mr. 
Fauntleroy’s Views. 


Gov. Morehouse’s action yesterday practi- 
cally swept away the last hope of Maxwell“ 
attorneys and nearly everybody now con- 
cedes that the little prisoner who has fought 
so hard for his life must die. Never wasa 
more desperate and determined effort made 
fora man’s life than Martin and Fauntleroy 
have made for him. Mr. Fauntleroy returned 
to Jefferson City to-day, and Mr. Martin, ever 
sanguine, still talks hopefully, but he does not 
look as cheerful as he speaks. He is endeav- 
oring to hope against hope. No one else par- 
takes of the hope he still claims to have. To- 
morrow he and Mr. Fauntleroy will make 
their last effort in his behalf. They will pre- 
sent affidavits to show that two of the jurors 
in the case, Messrs. Coulahan and Sears, were 
prejudiced when they entered the box and had 
previously expressed themselves strongly in 
favor of the little foreigner’s execution. Some 
amdavits in regard ulahan were presented 
in the defendant’s motion for a new 
trial, but the juror swore to their falsity and 
the dourt refused to grant a new trial on them. 
Now the attorneys for Maxwell have addition- 
al affidavits in regard to Coulahan. They also 
had affidavits to show that Sears was preju- 
diced, but they presented them too late for 
their motion for a new trial and the court re- 
fused to permit them to de filed as asupple- 
mental motion for a new trial, claiming it had 
no power to doso. Those affidavits and pos- 
Sibly. some others about Sears will be pre- 
sented to the Governor to-morrow. 

MR. MARTIN DECRIBES YESTERDAY’S SCENE. 

» **The newspapers contain avery fair account 
of what transpired when we appeared betore 
the Governor yesterday,’’ remarked Attorney 
„As your paper 
stated yesterday, Mr. Fauntleroy and myself 
went there in response to a telegram from the 
Governor, in which he stated that he would 
grant us a hearing yesterday and if we had 
anything new to presentin the case to come 
up and he would hear us. I met Mr. Fauntle 
roy at the depot when he arrived from the 
East and we went up together. In tne after- 
noon we saw him at his office and he then 
told us that the papor received from the Brit- 
ish Minister was a mere request for a respite 
and he would vay no attention to it. In fact 
he did not think the British Government 
would ask for a pardon anyhow, and that 
Government was no more to him than 
ey 2 citizen of Missourl. When 
auntleroy suggested that it would be 
weil to grant the request of a friendly nation, 
and that the State would loge nothing by the 
execution being delayed from thirty to 8 
, he was met by an obstiaate refusal of 
the Governor to ther interfere unless we 
ceuld present proof of Maxwell’s innocence ot 
the crime. We asked for and were granted 
until to-morrow at 2 o’clock to present 


1 new evidence, as we dad been 9 
oned there so suddenly we did 
not have time to repare it. 6 


Governor remarked among other things that 
he was tired of dickering and trifling with tnis 
case. That heated me up as the papers state 
and I responded rather warmly that we had 
not trifled with him, but had merely endeav- 
ored to perform our duty to our client. Then 
he complimented us by stating that we had 
done our duty well. 
WHEN WE ASKED 
for further time, he asked if Maxwell had not 


already been given three years in 
which to prove his innocence.

Morehouse claims that he pays no at- 
tention to what he sees in the newspapers and 
does not let it influence him, but the fact that 
he had made use of Circuit Attorney Clover’s 
claim shows that he really permits the 
papers to influence him more than he sup- 
es. Another evidence thaf he does pay 
some attention to the newspapérs is the fact 
that he telegraphed us to come up and present 
any new evidence we might have. Now, we 
did not even intimate to him that we intended 
asking a new hearing or that we had new evi- 
dence, but the newpaperg had said so, and 
he telegraphed us abou@it. 80 you see he

tention to this fact. Without beiug the least 
discourteous, we intend making our argu- 
ment as strong and clear as possible.

Committee on Manufactures to-day resumed 
ite inquiry into the whisky trust.

Greenhut of Peoria, III., President of the 
Great Western Whisky Trust, produced the 
articles of agreement among eighty-one or- 
ganizations, forming the basis of the trust, 
and explained that all of the property 
and capital of the distillers was pooled 
and certificates of stock issued. The organ- 
izations composing the trusts are located in 
the States of Llinois, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and other Northern States. The preamble of 
the agreement recites that the purpose of the 
trust is to sécure intelligent co-operation in 
the business of distilling spirits from grain 
and other material, malting and the feeding of 
live stock and for the sale of the products in 
the home and foreign markets. A board con- 
trols the operations of the trust. Mr. Green- 
hut explained that the organization was a oo- 
operative concern, intend to insure Intelligent 
oncerted action,but not to corner the markets.

The subcommittee of the Democratic City 
Committee has decided to officially call upon 
the Recorder to ascertain his views on the 
poll-book proposition and to be ready to re- 
port to the meeting to be held to-morrow 
evening. SeVeral members of the City Com- 
mittee have waited on the Recorder and 
are familiar with his position. He is willing 
to facilitate the work of holding an honest 
primary and disposed to recognize the exist- 
ing party organization before any other polit- 
ical association.

Some of 
the committeemen objéct to the condition that 
the Recorder must appoint the deputies to take 
charge of the books. The Recorder has in 
this respect conceded as much as hecan. To- 
day he said: ‘‘In looking over the lists of 
judges I find there are a number of very good 
names. Some of them I know, and I am 
ready to entrust the books to their care, 
swearing them in as deputies. But in many 
instances I do not know any of the judges, and 
I can say positively that in such cases I will 
not permit the use of the books except in 
chargé of a deputy of my own selection.

Through an unfor- 


tunate mishap in the stage-setting and some 


absurdities of dialogue intended as humor, 


the performance gmounted to little more 


than a burlesque. The audience laughed im- 
moderately on all sorts of inopportune occa- 
sions, to the evident discomfort of the actors. 
If George Grosemith’s burlesque ot Hyde 
and Jekyll’’ produces half so much merri- 
ment he will de delighted. With 
one or ‘two exceptions Bandmann’s 
version of the play is the same as he produced 
in New York. After the last act Bandmann 
was called upon foraspeech. He said that at 
any rate he was not a debutante in London, 
and was not going to wash dirty linen on the 
stage. He threw himself on the law and the 
generosity of the press and public. 

Mr. Mansfield said yesterday that he should 
probably make no attempt to prevent Band- 
mann’s performance; in fact, there is a gen- 
eral suspicion that he will do all he can to en- 
courage it for the present.

CLINTON, Mo., August 7.—The local option 
law as to Clinton, which was adopted in this 
county this spring, has been done away with 
totally by the granting of licenses to four 
saloon-keepers, by the County Oourt 
to-day. An _ election was held which 


resulted in favor of the Woods local option 
law, which went into effect February last, at 
the expiration of the saloon licenses. Since 
that time, however, the Anheuser-Busch and 
Wm. J. Lemp's wholesale esta blishments have 
been in full biast, their licenses not expir- 
ing until the coming September. 
the last term of the Circuit 
there were several indictments found 
against saloon men and the wholesale dealers 
for violation of the local option iaw. Upon 
legaland thorough investigation of the cases 
and a test of the law it was decided by Judge 
Dearmond of the Circuit Court that the local 
option law was not legally adopted 
in Clinton, owing to certain irregularities 
in calling the .election. Applications have 
been made to the County Court since the de- 
cision for license to run saloons. To-day the 
County Court granted license to four saloon- 

eepers, who will open dramshops at once.

THE STANDING ROCK CONFERENCE, 


A New York Paper Comments on the Com- 
missioners’ Bulldozing Tactics. 


New York, August 7.—In regard to the pe- 
culiar manner in which the commissioners 
are trying to gain the consent of three-fourths 
of the Indians at Standing Rock Agency to the 
surrender of a large portion of their reserva- 
tion, the Tribune this morning says:: What 
the commissioners are now doing is only too 
apparent. They are trying to bulidoze the In- 
dians; trying to intimidate them into consent- 


ing to the treaty, and, what is worst of all, 
trying to do this by alleging the dishonesty 
and perfidy of their own Government. 
The Sioux are plainly told that 
they must not rely upon the good faith 
of Congress or belleve that it will 5 its en- 
gagements and in the same breath they are 
chidden because they suspect the sincerity of 
the Government in its promises of payment 
tor their land. Surely cynicism can hardly go 
beyond the exhibition these commissioners 
are now making at Standing Rock. This is 
their idea of ‘‘negotiating a treaty,’’ to 
threaten the other party with high-handed 
confiscation of theirlands if they refuse to 
sell them for less than they believe them to 
be worth to a Government whose good faith 
they have already had a score of reasons for 
doubting. We are compelled to repeat what 
we have said before, that the most brutal 
and reckless seizure of Indian lands would be 
less discreditable than the methods at present 
being employed. If the country is not again to 
be disgraced by the immorality and baseness 
of its Indian policy, the commissioners at 
Standing Rock must be instructed to suspend 
their bulldozing tactics, and to tell the In- 
dians that they are free to decide the question 
for themselves. Ina word, the country must 
compel Congress to stand by its own laws,and 
the outrageous intimation that unlese the 
Sionx yield to threats they will be plundered 
in cold blood bythe people of the United 
States must be repudiated and rebuked em- 


phatically.’’

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The Regular Primaries. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


—, 


this morning, I beg to say that the writer to- 
tally misconceives the nature of the move- 
ment to secure fair primaries in certain of the 
wards ofthis city. The last Democratic City 


Convention and the rules of the 
Democratic City Committee alike de- 
clare that each contesting delegation 


shall be entitled toa judge and clerk in each 
poliing place. It is fairto presume that fraud 
is intended where this plain right is denied, 
as it is in over half the wards of this city to- 
day. Neither will the committeemen of these 
wards accept the official lists of the Recorder 
of Voters as the basis of their action. Such 
primaries are, to say the least, irregular., The 
Democrats of the party thereupon call pri- 
maries of the party in a regular manner. This 
is a reserved right ofthe party necessary to 
protect it against the fraud of its agents. If 
the manner of the election depended upon the 
discretion of the individual committeemen 
there would be no rules laid down for his 
guidance. The question before the State Con- 
vention will be: which is the regular primary, 
that called by the party inthe manner laid 
down by its authentic and publicly declared 
laws, and conducted under the State law upon 
the official list of voters required tobe used 
by that law, or that called by a fraudulent 
agent, who in departing from his instructions 
completely loses his authority, whoin refus- 
ing a judge and clerkto the opposition an- 
nounces his intention to commit fraud and who 
hae no official list of voters as required by law 
and therefore has no means of knowing who 
are proper voters and who are not. 

The issue will be fairly made before the con- 
vention, and the issue cannot be in doubt with 
those who know the temper of the party out- 
side of the large cities. 

If the friends of Mr. Francis desire to send 
any uncontested delegations to Jefferson City 
from St. Louis let them abandon the oon- 
spiracy to evade that provision of the consti- 
tution ofthe Democratic party of this city ex- 
pressed in the by-law of the City Central Com- 
mittee which says: 

In all primary elections each contesting 
delegation shall be entitled to name a judge 
and clerk of election,’’ and the difficulty will 
be at an end in an hour. 


In the event this is not done the 
path of the Democracy in the interior 
of the State will be made plain. 


They can strengthen the party ip the city and 
avoid many scandals in the future by en- 
forcing ‘in city primaries for State offices, 
equal representation in the polls ot all oon - 
testing delegations. In that event the city of 
St. Louis will become safely Democratic, be- 
cause the nominations will be made by the 
best sense of the party fairly expressed. They 
ean do this by establishing a precedent ia this 
contest that aprimary election which does not 
provide for equal representation inthe polls 
for contesting delegations is not regular. They 
eould strike no surer blow to strengthen the 
party in Southwest Missouri and in other por- 
tions of the State which are not reliably Dem- 
ooratic. The frequently disfranchised ma- 
jority of Democratic voters in the city of St. 
Louis will recognize this as an issue in which 
they are deeply interested.

BREEDERS ATTEMPTING TO CROSS COMMON 
OATTLE WITH BUFFALO. 


What the Stockmen of Kansas and Texas Are 
Doing to Create a New Breed of Cattle 
Peouliarities and Advantages of the 
Mixed Stock—The Great Mistake Made 
Ey Most of the Breeders—Where Buffalo 
Are Obtained—The Mountain Bison and 
Its Peculiar Habits—The Last of a Race— 
A Veteran Stockman’s Opinion on an 
Attempt Which May Revolutionize the 
Cattle Market. 


„A new branch of industry has recently 
sprung up in Southern Kansas and Northern 
Texas, said J. T. Hill, Western Live Stock 
Agent of the Chicago & Aiton, who is in the 
city to-day and was seen by a Post- DIsPATOH 
reporter, and that is an endeavor to cross 
our domestic cattle with buffalo and thus pre- 
serve at least some trace of a distinctively 
American animal that has now almost en- 
tirely disappeared. This experiment has a 
sound financial as well as a sentimental basis, 
as the buffalo is larger and heayier than the 
average range steer and its meat is in some 
ways superior. 

‘‘Orossing the breeds is by no means a new 
thing, as half-breeds have been in times 
past occasionally met with, and their 
beef has been pronounced better than that of 
either the ox or the buffalo, not having the 
toughness too generally characteristic of the 
latter, and possessing a game flavor of which 
the former is destitute. 

THE CROSSED BREED 
also has another point of superiority over the 
domestic cattle, and that is that there is less 
waste. The tenderloin is not so thick, but 
the shoulders, which in the steer are prac- 
tically worthless for purposes of food, are in 
the crossed breed, as in the pure buffalo, the 
choice parts. I haye seen probably half a 
dozen specimens of the mixed breed, and all 
have had a well-defined hump, from which 
the famous ‘hump ribs’ can be cut. At 
least a dozen ranchmen whom I know 
are trying to obtain the material for 
productig the cross breed, which will, at 


least as long as they are a rarity, command a 
fancy price. But so far all have made a mis- 
take which will, until it is corrected, prove 
fatal to their plans. I have been meier en 
for the last thirty years, runnin stock on 
the buffalo ranges, and know w at am talk - 
ing about. The new men have succeeded in 
obtaining a few buffalo bulls, and have put 
them on the range with theircattle. Now, 
everyone who has had any experience in the 
matter knows that while it is perfectly easy to 
cross the buffalo cow with the domestic stock 
the process cannot be reversed. In every in- 
stance that has come under my observa- 
tion, and they are not a few, the cow 
has died in giving birth to the _ calf 
and the calf has nearly always followed 
its mother. Butinthe reversed process no 
such difficulty is encountered and the calves 
are remarkably strong and hardy. If this 
method is followed weshall have a class of 
stock which is peculiar to this country and 
which, I believe, will be better for food than 
any beef now on the market. But the system 
at 3 pursued is bound to prove a fail- 
ure 


WHERE BUFFALO CAN BE OBTAINED. 

„There has been great difficulty experi- 
enced, Mr. Hill went on to say, in obtain- 
ing buffalo to start the new breed. As far as I 
know there are but three herds now left,one in 
Northwestern Texas, near the southern line 
of No Man's Land, numbering about 180; one in 
Eastern New Mexico, about or 40 strong, and 
another in Dakota near the British line. All 
these are carefully preserved by the owners 
of the ranges, and command a high price, 
from $75 to $150 a head. The Texas owner 
only sells a few Ai ear, being determined 
to prevent his he rom dying out. To the 
best of my belief these are the sole remnants, 
outside of the mbnageries, of the countless 
herd that fifteen years ago o covered the plains. 

There are believed to be a few specimens of 
the plains buffalo to be met with in the Yel- 
lowstone Park, but I do not know whether 
this is true or not. Of mountain buffalo there 
are unquestionably some to be found in the 
Neue parts of the Wind River and Cour D’- 

lene 9 The mountain buffalo is 

* pinlo in no way distinct 
a, that of "ane prairies, although many hold 
8 opinion. I believe that ney ore 
simply the descendants of those that have 
wandered off into the hills, and never regained 
the open country. 
THE MOUNTAIN BISON. 

As a rule they are much smaller than their 
progenitors, and differfrom them somewhat 
in color, the tawny hide and mane being re 
placed by nearly jet black. The hair is thicker, 
— because of the greater cold to be en- 
dured, andthe robes softer andfiner. Tha 
Indians always valued a mountain robe much 
more highly than one from a plalns buffalo, 
and when they obtained one were by 
no means anxious to sell it. These 
animals are extreme! ah and at 
every suspicious noise will hi 0 themselves 
in the deepest ravines. Se few are they 
in numbers and so hard to discover, that 
it is regarded as a greater feat to kill one 
than to get the horns ot a mountain sheep, 
There are unquestionably, a number of these 
animals left, and by careful and systematic 
hunting some might be captured. But the 
herds already in hand will, if properly man- 
aged, furnish a sufficient nue eus for the 
mixed breed. and I believe that within a 
few years half-bred buffaloes will not be un- 
common, as several large cattlemen have 
determined to do their best to obtain them.

Ae Attache of the New York Consulate Ex- 
» plains the Situation.

New Yoru, August 7.—Mr. E. D. Bassett, 
the Consul-General of Hayti at this port, is 
now at Port-au-Prince, and has been there 
since the firing of the city on July 7. Frequent 
letters have been received from him since the 
troubles began in the capital, and the latest 
advices received from him, day before yester- 
day, report complete quiet on the island 
throughout the city. An official attached to 


the consulate.said yesterday, referring to the 
recent pu ations: oy cannot im- 
for such statements 
as have been printed in New York, 


To sure, 
there were two disastrous fires inthe capital, 
but there was no looting and onlya single 
case of detected incendiarism and the drunken 
culprit after a fair trial was summarily shot. 
Nor was there any assault on an American 
lady by our soldiers, ashas been reported.

Prince, and sheisthe wife of the American 
Minister,Mr.Thompson. Of course,when one- 
eighth of the city, embracing a population of 
48,000, is burned up, there is naturally great 
excitement and exaggeration.

Solomon has sent $8,800,000 out of the country 
as a personal nest-egg for future uses, that is 
preposterous on its face. There is not that 
amount of ready coin inthe whole country. 
Hayti has, in fact, a contract with the credit 
industries of France, which collect the reve- 
nue and bank it, and thereforethe President 
bas no actual control over the funds of the 
Republic. Indeed, he is far from being the 
rich man he is represented. He has a salary 
of $25,000 a year. As for being a voodooist he 
is, in fact, like his wife, a devout Roman 
Catholic, the religion of the country, and a 
close personal friend of the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Hayti, which, like the Latin powers 
of Europe, has a concordal with the Pope.
